89 Present to discuss new schools 


89 Persons, including the janitor and two Selectmen, were in the audience in the West Intermediate 
School, last night, to hear the school committee discuss the future school building program of Wilmington. 
The School Committee had been hoping for an audience of several hundred. 


“From the viewpoint of administra- 
tion, and unpopular as it may be, 
Walter Pierce. Superintendent of 
Schools said last night. ‘the construc- 
tion of a new Higtr School is the plan 
that should be taken, 

Mr. Pierce was the last of nearly 
one dozen speakers to express a view- 
point, and he was summing up from 
a professional one. 

There were a total of 89 persons 
present to hear the discussion, in the 
West Intermediate School. Chairs had 
been set up for 500 

The meeting was being held to in- 
form the town of exactly what was 
needed for classroom space for the 
future. It was also to give the towns- 
people an opprtunity to attend the next 
special town meeting. with some 
background information 

The chairman of the School Commit- 
tee, John Brooks. opened the discus- 
sion with a statement that there is a 
crisis situation for the lack of real 
accomodations and space for the 
students. He stated that. while the 
committee was not unanimous in its 
vote to build a new High School. it 
was unanimous in the feelings that 
the school buildings as of now are 
not adequate for the education of the 
children of Wilmington. 

Walter Pierce, Superintendent of 
Schools. using an overhead projector. 
showed the projected figures on en- 
rollment up to the years 1984. The 
figures, he said, were a composite 
of many sources. 

‘The enrollment figure for this year 
is 5.042. After the jens 
have been in effect for four years. 
in 1978, the projected total enroll- 
ment is 5.795. 

Beyond 1978 the projected figures 
which Pierce used were only for the 
High School 


‘The present high school enrollment 
is 1280. The projected enrollment 
for 1984 is 1539. 

To project that far in the future is 
‘dangerous’ Pierce said 

In the elementary schools today are 
presently 112 classrooms. The needs 
for 1978 will be 121 classrooms. 

With the phasing out of the Swain, 
Walker, and Whitefield Schools there 
will be a loss of 16 ¢lassrooms. The 
total need for new classrooms thus 
becomes 30. 

In the Intermediate Schools, the pre- 
sent number of classrooms is 37. 
The future figure in the enroollment 
will be 45. Thus there is a need for 
8 additional classrooms in the in- 
termediate schools. 


Committed 

The School Committee, by a vote 
early in the year, is committed to 
the building of a new High School 
They did not show those attending 
the program last night any alter- 
nate program. 

‘Simply put, without including many 
of the various figures given by the 
School Committee. the projected cost 
of a new high school is $13,500,000. 

The projected cost for alternate 
plans, with addition to the high school 
and additions to other’ schools is 
$12,315,550. 

There are many figures which do 
not show up in summaries, because 
of the differences in educational stan- 
dards and 

Several: members of the School Com- 
mittee explained their feelings on the 
subject 

Mr. Lanni. for instance, was for the 
building of a new High School. and con- 
verting th High School into 
a Junior High. He told his audience 
that this would be the most economi- 
cal way, in the long run. 


It was Lanni’s proposals, last spring, 
which led the School Committee to 
eri itself, abandoning the origi- 
nal plans of additions to present 
schools. 

John Brooks said that a new high 
school would mean new roads. He 
felt that the cost of housing high 
school students was 100% more than 
elementary students. Also, he was 
in favor of retaining the historical 
plans for a central High School 

Mrs Barbara Hooper said that the 
present buildings were not built with 
a core large enough to be added to. 
In some of the buildings the gym and 
cafeteria were not adequate, and 
would have to be added to. 


Many of the questions from the audil 


to be in the area of price. Al. Lanni 
gave figures which showed that a new 
school would be approximately $5 on 
the tax rate. But, he said, the figures 
could not show all the variables. He 
felt the final price would be close to 
his figure 

Someone said that the School Com- 
mittee should approach the special 
town meeting in October with both 


on the alternate building plans. 

A member of the audience stated 
that much work is needed to educate 
the townspeople of what both pro- 

ims mean. She said that the high- 
est consideration of the townspeople

BEVERLY - Wilmington State 
Rep, Fred F, Cain (D) said 
yesterday he has filed a bill to 
specifically abolish the Beverly 
warrant officer’s job because 
“Beverly's the only place where 
they are making hay out of this 
thing.”” 

He said the warrant officer cost 
Essex County taxpayers $14,000 
in 1966 for work done free by the 
courts everywhere else in the 
state, 

His legislation would eliminate 
the part-time Position of Beverly 
warrant officer, held since 1964 
by Beverly Atty, George H, 
Chansky, also a Democrat, 

‘The measure, has passed both 
branches and now awaits Gov, 
Volpe’s signature. 

“The taxpayers of EssexCounty 
just can’t afford to pay the $14,000 
they paid last year for Chansky 
and that fellow in Danvers, Why 
don’t they handle complaints and 
summonses like theydoeveryplace 
else in the state? They can get 
them at the courts, and it won’t 
cost the taxpayers a nickel,” Cain 
said, 

The Wilmington Democrat said 
he first learned of the fee Pay-

Costs ‘Skyrocket’ 

“This thing originally started 
out at about $2,100 to $2,400 a 
year and now it’s skyrocketed 
almost out of sight,” said Cain. 

“1've checked the county budget 
figures, so I know what I’mtalking 
about, Last year, Chansky was paid 
$10,000 by the county, It looks 
like all the cops in Danvers and 
Beverly are going to them for 
their warrants and are going over 
to court and testify. It looks like a 
real grab at the taxpayers ex- 
pense,” said Cain, 

“We've got the same court situa- 
tion you have right up here in 
Wilmington and every place else 
in Middlesex County, Our cops go 
five miles to Woburn every day to 
get complaints and over in North 
Reading, they go even further, But 
what happens in Essex County only 
happens in two other counties, 
Every other county in the state 
does it like Middlesex County and 
it doesn’t cost the taxpayers a 
nickel,’? Cain continued, 

He said that in 1964, when the

fees exceeded the Essex County 
budgét appropriation by about $300, 
“1 carried the bill to allow the

NATURES WAYS

The mockingbird now sings at night 
in Massachusetts. This summer 
seems to be the first in which night 
singing in the commonwealth has 
been common. James Baird. of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society has 
received 15 to 20 reports each week 
in late July from persons who had 
heard mocingbirds singing in the 
middle of the night. 

“There have been quite a few mock- 
ingbirds in Massachusetts since the 
early 1960s, ‘Baird said. ‘I don't 
know why they have not sung at night 
commonly much earlier, As many 
people know, the mockingbird is famed 
for its night solos in the South where 
it is common bird.” 

Baird suspects that the recent 
buildup in mockingbird populations 
in southern New England may have 
sométhing to do with night singing 
For the last couple of years Christ- 
mas bird counters have reported 
somewhere around 90 mockingbirds 
wintering on Cape Cod. In addition, 
mockingbirds in Concord, N. H. in 
June of 1965. At the time, mock-

Perhaps all this activity among mock- 
ingbirds in New England would have 
passed unnoticed were it not for How- 
ard N. Fowler, managing editor of

ly dropped me a note that mocking- 
birds were tuning up at 2 A.M. in 
the town and raising considerable 
interest among rssidents. As Fow- 
ler noted, the average New Englan- 
der refuses to believe that mocking- 
birds exist north of the Mason-Dixon 
Line 

The truth seems to be that mocking- 
birds in New England that crashed in 
the cold winter of 1919-1920. Later 
Ludlow Grimson reported an increas- 
ing population that was depressed by 
the bitter winter of 1947-198. Un- 
like sparrows and other common win- 
tering birds, mockingbirds do not eat 
grain. They survive the winter on 
wild berries and fruit-many would 
starve except for the peanut butter 
that birders put out for birds 


While it is fairly easy to understand 
why New Englanders would be skep- 
tical about mockingbirds living in the 
region, Fowler's comment that many 
persons have inquired about the pre- 
sence of mourning doves in his area 
opens the question of why so many 
Mourning Doves regularly breed in 
most sections of New England. Many 
even winter as far north as 
southern New Hampshire and Maine. 

Yet Fowler's comments are true, 
for all major conservation organi- 
zations in New England receive 
frequent calls from residents who 
consider mourning doves unusual

BEST BLOOD 
Is VOLUNTEERED 


The Massachusetts Red Cross Blood 
Program will not accept blood from 
‘professional’ donors. and has had 
its caution justified by recent medical 
findings. 

A team of doctors found that 51 per 
cent of ta sample of 8 patients un- 
dergoing open heart surgery devdelop- 
ed hepatitis from blood supplied by 
commercial blood banks. A smaller 
control group of 28 patients using 
volunteer blood developed no hepa- 
titis reactions. 

The team reported their findings 
in the AMA Journal of January, 1970. 

Dr: J. Garrott Allen of the Stan- 
ford University School of Medicine. an 
internationally known on blood 
research, says that 90 prer cent of 
hepatitis from blood transfusions 
can be traced to the use of commer- 
cial blood. He adds that donors who 
are forced to sell blood are more 
likely to have the diseass than those 
who give in volontarily. 

The Massachusetts Red Cross Blood 
Program accepts only donated blood 
You can help cut down the risk of hep- 
atitis infection in patients by eliminat- 
ing the necessity for commercial blood 
banks.

The point where water drips

When the leak is found, a wire 
or thin sliver of wood should 
be run through it to locate it 
from the outside.
